Then 
he wrote back to London:

The most of the Rugby young­ 
sters did not wait for Captain John to 
come around, and the “bullheaded” 
fellows have generally succeeded them. 
These English lads, the half-dozen 
or so who are still here, are an inter­ 
esting study. 
Meeting one of them in 
his free and easy garb, you would 
think he was a tramp, and be entirely 
undecided the instant you heard him 
speak. 
They are th e'devil-may-care 
sort of fellows, who have done the mll- 
tary and naval part of tho British em­ 
pire. 
They are kind and generous to a 
fault, and will work all day and half the 
night for anybody and everybody but 
themselves. 
On the slightest social 
occasion they will doff their tramp 
clothes, and disguise themselves in a 
swell suit, and wear it, too, as if born 
in it, swallowtail, while tie. and dia­ 
mond stud complete, and then you’d 
think they were oft' to the queen’s 
drawing-room, by Jove!

For a short time the confusion and 
panic was terrible. 
Nobody knew 
exactly what had happened. 
In the rear section nobody was 
hurt beyond a few bruses, and 
everbody was soon at work clear­ 
ing away the wreck and extracting 
the dead and wounded. 
In the 
meantime the 
trainmen on the 
forward section had discovered the 
loss of the 
four rear cars, and 
steamed slowly back to the scene. 
The engine was sent at once to 
Fergus Fall for surgical aid and 
returned in remarkable short time 
with the physicians of the Northern 
Pacific company here, Drs. Bed­ 
ford and Greenieef. 
The work of 
removing the wreck was continued 
until 7 o'clock Sunday morning, 
when the full force and extent of 
the calamity was learned. 
Five 
men had been killed outright by 
the collision, somqofthem fright­ 
fully mangled, 
and 
upwards of 
twenty more 
were 
badly hurt, 
while scarcely one of the 200 in 
the ill-fated cars had escaped with­ 
out more or less injury. 
A 
coroners inquest was held 
Monday over the five men killed. 
The testimony of all the witnesses 
indicated that the collision was 
purely accidental. 
W. L. Hooker 
testified as follows. 
1 am engineer of the second sec­ 
tion of the circus train, we left 
Wahpetou at 12.05 a. m. Sunday; 
our orders were to run from Wah- 
peton to Fergus Fells, fifteen miles 
per hour; keep thirty minutes be­ 
hind Heed; it is nineteen miles 
from Wahpeton to Ames; the grade 
commences two and a half miles 
this side of Breckinridge, and ex­ 
tends to about a mile and a half 
east of French’s side track; I was 
watching for ths first section's red 
lights; when 
I passed Everdale 
switch, thought I saw their red 
light, and slowed ray train down 
and did not exceed ten miles per 
hour from there to Ames; when I 
went through Ames slowed down 
to three or four mile an hour and 
oiled, and after I left there thought 
I saw their red lights again; kept 
the 
train 
running along about 
six miles an hour; then their red 
lights went out of sight; I got 
within half or three-quarters of 
a mile of French's side track and 
saw the red lights again; by the 
elevation of the track I thought 
they were at or near the top of the 
grade; was within about twenty 
lengths of French’s dwelling, saw 
the red lights of the first section 
and they seemed to be brighter; 
I said to the fireman, “ I guess they 
have stalled on the hill,'’ called for 
down brakes and 
stopped; the 
lights kept getting brighter and 
seemed to be coming near; I said 
to the fireman “ they are backing 
down;” in about five minutes I 
told the fireman and brakeman to 
jump; I reversed the engine and 
tried to back up; I then jumped 
off and got to the fence; they then 
struck; as I looked alter my engine 
saw to lights signaling me; we do 
not know whether either were on 
the platform] when 
they struck; 
have not seen the rear brakeman 
of the first section; did not bear 
the signal of the first engineer; we 
collided about 1.30 a. m. 
The conductor of the first section 
E. H. 
Reed, 
testified 
that his 
train consisting of seventeen cars, 
left Wahpeton at 11.30 on orders 
the same as the engineer's 
The circus proprietor, Mr. Rob­ 
inson, will claim 
damages from 
the Northern Pacific road for his 
loss—three freight sleeping cars. 
It is thought also that the road 
will be held liable for the injury 
and loss 
of life, the amount of 
damage to the Northern 
Pacific 
company is stated 
to be about 
$5,000.

While I was at Glen Mary, on the 
Southern road, a few miles from here, 
writes a correspondent of the Cincin­ 
nati Jimcs-Sl ir, s tid one of the “ na­ 
tives” to me: 
“Them bullheadcd En­ 
glishmen over t’ Rugby treats us folks 
down here likes if we weren’t o no ac­ 
c o u n t” 
1 have been at Rugby long enough 
to have a fair knowledge of men and 
things here, and “if theso English” do 
place such a light estimate upon their 
immediate neighbors 1 can’t see how 
they are to blame for it. 
But if any 
misunderstanding 
should 
exist 
be­ 
tween English and American settlers 
it is much to be regretted. 
The En­ 
glishman will keep on saying, “The 
queen, God bless her,” us ho may have 
a right to do. 
Tho American will im­ 
agine his neighbor from over the water 
does not adore the Fourth of July 
hard euough. 
That’s about tho sub­ 
stance of their dilierouce. 
These natives around Rugby aro a 
queer and peculiar lot. 
In such a 
healthy, highland country you might 
expect to lind a hardy robust people 
after several generations oa tho soil. 
On the contrary, they are as sad and 
sickly looking a crowd, b >th sexes 
considered, as this continent can afford. 
If you meet a group of them, male and 
female, you are at first puzzled to tell, 
from their odd and outlandish appear­ 
ance, to which race—white, red, or 
black—they really belong. 
They own 
a few acres,working at it three months 
of the year, just to get the barest 
necessaries of life, and spend tho re­ 
mainder of their time in hunting whero 
gan|e is too scarce to tempt an ener­ 
getic sportsman. 
Tjie population of Rugby is about 
350 to 400, and only about half of them 
are Eaglish. 
The others aro settlers 
from tho North, and one Kentucky 
family. Tuc natives, so far as it cuii bo 
prevented, are not allowed to “roost” 
ou the Rugby estate. 
Two or three 
colored p e o p le are located hero and 
make themselves useful in laundry 
work. 
The town site of Rugby was laid out 
and the settlement—it ought hardly to 
be called a co.ouy—was begun Octo­ 
ber, 1880 
1 lit ink, considering the 
great obstacle - tituy have had against 
them, the sett.- rs have done remark­ 
ably welt in les> than five years. 
The 
place has not advanced as rapidly as 
it mignt have done, out it has not been 
tiie laull of tie; many who are hero 
hard at work. 
Tncy have had a pleas­ 
ant and hcaltuy climate in their lavor, 
and little, if anything else. 
The farno 
of Rugby has been coequal with that of 
its founder, Mr. Thomas Hughes. 
But 
the London company who furnished the 
money to buy these forty thousand 
acres, have not, as I hear, done what 
would have giveu the place the full 
benefit of its infant renown. 
For one 
thing, a very high price put upon tho 
laud, according to common report, 
has driven away hundreds of persons 
who bad actually come to settle here. 
I wish 1 could speak a better word 
for my owe countrymen, who are resi­ 
dents of Rugby, but I am afraid I can­ 
not 
For instance, some will come 
here from New York or Pennsylvania 
or elsewncre, build a fine house and 
lay off an elaborate lawn around it, all 
by hired labor. 
Then they make no 
effort at any kind of business, but suut 
themselves up in their homes and 
grumble at what they think the En­ 
glish don’t do, and tell visitors how 
much more an American 
company 
would have doue. 
Other Americans 
here, of the working class, seem to be 
waiting for something to turn up. 
In 
this list 1 would not include one blue- 
grass fanner who, it appears to me, 
leads them all in industry and thrift; 
nor the "commissary” (storekeeper), a 
live Boston Yankee. 
Also two or 
three Ohio people here arc doing well, 
but as usual they will seize on to tho 
positions that are to be had; one is 
commaudet-m-chief of a saw-mili, and 
another, a lady, is tho librarian of the 
Hughes library. 
1 think I can safely say that tho 
greater part of the work of clearing 
and cultivating the soil has been done 
by the Euglish. 
In this the rector of 
the parisli set3 a good example. 
He 
and his several able-bodied sons al­ 
ready have a hundred acre farm, or 
rather garden, in an excellent state of 
tillage, all the labor of their own hands. 
It may be rather a strange sight for an 
Episcopal clergyman to be at it, day 
by day, plowing and hoeing, and may­ 
be mowing, but it can be seen at Rug-

The complete failure of Mr. Hughes’ 
novel plan to make Kugby a place 
where the dissolute younger sons of 
aristocratic English families could re­ 
form and grow into industrious Amer­ 
ican citizens, seems to show in what 
way history, after nearly three centur­ 
ies, may repeat itself. 
We read how, 
about 275 or 280 years ago, another 
London company sent out fifty adven­ 
turers to start a colony in the new land 
called Virginia. 
When their leader, 
Captain John Smith, looked over his 
colonists he found them listed, forty 
gentlemen and ten laborers. 
Tho first 
thing Captain, John did was to kick 
the gentlemen out of the colony. Then 
he wrote back to London: 
“Send me 
forty laboring men.” 
When this was 
done the colony thrived and grew 
great. 
The most of the Kugby young­ 
sters did not wait for Captain John to 
come around, and the "bullheaded” 
fellows have generally succeeded them. 
These English lads, the half-dozen 
or so who are still here, are an inter­ 
esting study. 
Meeting one of them in 
his free and easy garb, you would 
think he was a tramp, and be entirely 
undecided the instant you heard him 
speak. 
They are the devil-may-care 
sort of fellows, who have done the mil- 
tary and naval part of tho British em­ 
pire. 
They are kind and generous to a 
fault, and will work all day and half the 
night for anybody and everybody but 
themselves. 
On the slightest social 
occasion they will doff their tramp 
clothes, and disguise themselves in a 
swell suit, and wear it, too, as if born 
in it, swallowtail, white tie, and dia­ 
mond stud complete, and then you’d 
think they were off to the queen’s 
drawing-room, by Jove! 
If I bad more space I would have 
more to say about the ladies of Kugby. 
I tfould commend them for their fine 
social qualities and strict domestic 
habits. 
The 
English exclusiveness 
prevails, aud consequently the ordi­ 
nary village gossip is hardly known, 
it is due mainly to their influence that 
no intoxicating liquor of any kind, or 
iu any way, has ever been sold here. 
The nearest drinking-shop is seven 
miles away. 
Therefore, Kugby has no 
need of a town marshal or policeman, 
aud has never had one.

I he 
‘tests” which the baking 
powder ladies are now so numer­ 
ously practicing upon the baking 
powders prove, upon examination 
to be in the nature of tricks. They 
consist in mixing first with cold 
water, a sample 
of the baking 
powder found in the house and 
of that carried by themselves and 
in the interest of which 
they 
travel. 
That found in the house, 
when water is turned upon it, if 
pure will sizzle and loam up sud­ 
denly, like a sedlitz powder. 
That 
carried by the “ testers” rises slowly 
majestically, 
like yeast standing 
over the top of the testing glass, 
“ Behold the great superiority of 
our powder,” say the ladies; “how 
much stronger and more perfect 
is its work.” 
This is simply the 
exhibition of a trick. 
The slow 
and apparently superior action is 
caused by the presence of flour in 
the baking powder and is evidence 
indisputable of adulteration. 
The ladies next add to the two 
samples of baking powder already 
manipulated with 
cold 
water, a 
little 
hot water, 
and then the 
housekeeper 
is 
regaled 
with 
the vapor that arises. 
The baking 
powder offered by the testers will 
give off an odor, while that which 
it is their object to prove bad will 
probably exhale a gas either car­ 
bonic or ammoniacal. 
This odor 
is again triumphantly claimed as 
evidence of impurity. 
Here is an­ 
other deceptive trick. 
All 
first- 
class 
baking 
powders 
have 
a 
leavening power, supplementary to 
that developod 
by 
cold water, 
which is given off by the heat 
of baking. 
The hot water brings 
this out. Therefore, a baking now - 
der which will give off no addi­ 
tional gas when hot water is added, 
is lacking in strength and other­ 
wise inferior. 
Tricks like these practiced for 
the purpose of deliberately deceiv­ 
ing the public are both dishonest 
and dispicable, although the ladies 
who performed them so glibly are 
doubtless ignorant of the character 
of their work, having been taught 
thereto by a man. They are never­ 
theless swindlers 
of which 
the 
public should be warned.

Five M e n Killed. 


One of the worst railroad ac­ 
cidents that has ever occurred in 
this part of the country befel John 
Robinson's circus and menagerie 
on Sunday on its way from W ah­ 
peton to this city, at Ames station, 
six rniies west of here, on the N. 
P. branch. 
The train was in two 
sections, and they left Wahpeton 
about twenty minutes apart, but 
at the time of tlie accident were 
undoudtedly closer together than 
at the start. 
After passing Ames 
station the last four ears of the 
head section broke their couplings 
and were soon traveling backward 
down the steep grade. 
Three of 
these were 
freight sleeping cars, 
fitted up lor the accommodation of 
the canvasmen and circus helpers, 
and the fourth was a caboose. The 
four cars contained in the neigh­ 
borhood of 200 men. 
It does not 
appear that anybody on the four 
cars was awake, or knew of the 
breakage until the crash came; or 
at least no effort was made to stop 
the backward motion of the cars 
except by the conductor, who set 
all the brakes possible but with­ 
out use, the 
brakeman 
having 
jumped. 
In 
front of Ames the 
collision occurred. 
The engineer 
and fireman ot the rear section saw 
the approaching caboose—all they 
could see—in time to reverse the 
engine, whistle down brakes and 
jump. 
The wild ears were, how­ 
ever, under such headway that it 
was not much short of the force of 
a collision between two locomotives 
going at full speed in opposite di­ 
rections. 
The 
rear car, the ca­ 
boose, was rent into the smallest 
of fragments, and these were dis­ 
tributed all along the track and 
into the cab and tender of the 
rear engine. 
The other three cars 
were splintered all to pieces and 
flung off' the track in different 
positions. 
The fragments of one 
were found twenty feet away at a 
right angles 
to the track. 
The 
engine lost its smoke stack and 
upper works and principal part of 
its cab. 
The crash and confusion that

I remember with what sort 
of awe th e b o y s on Beacon Hill used 
to regard the great brick m ansion of 
Al me. ( hbbs, with ii - beaut ital gi <Hinds 
which list'd I o ext end hack from Mount 
Vernon street to Hickory street. T he 
awe consisted in the knowledge of the 
fact that Hibbs. a Newport man. had 
accum ulated Iii- im mense fortune in 
t be slave trade, at the t imewhen New­ 
port was recognized a st he cent re of this 
then legitimate traffic. 
Years afterwards, when T lava me a 
clerk in a large shipping house on one
